Then the mass of voters in the north- 
em part of the State will calmly vote 
for the new court house in Providence 
and as calmly vote against the new 
court house in Newport.

her new court house that the same 
proposition for Newport should stand 
with it. 
It had been expected that 


the matter would go to the people In 
the form of a bond issue for a specific 
amount of money, of which a portion 
should DC spent for the new court 
house in Providence and a smaller 
portion for the new court house in 
Newport. 
The Providence voters in 


their eagerness to favor their home 
community would doubtless approve 
such a proposition, but any Newport- 
cr who has had any relations vrith 
the people op the State knows that 
after they vote for their own proposi- 
tion, they will tell Newport to take, 
her court house and go to Halifax.
